Thanks ta the heavy firing from the forts they 
steamers were destroyed and grounded nea) the 
coast. ‘he entrance to Port Arthur remained 
free. After the appearance cf our fleet outside 
the harbour, the enemy retired to avoid any fight, 
General Miischenko has just infurined us that 
one of our squads of Cossacks, which were 
ordered on the 23rd inst, to reconnuitre the,sur- 
roundings of the Pak-cheng-an, opened fire on 
a detachment of Japanese cavalry, which was 
guarding the road, and later on their-pa rols. 
One officer, one soldier, and ong horse of the 
Japanese were killed, Aturther reconnaissance 
proved that Pak-cheng was occupied by con- 
siderable Japanese forces, A small Japanese 
detachment is stationed on the right side of the 
tiver, The Japanese cavalry was unable to 
stand the attack of our Cossacks and retired 
under the protection of the infantry; as soon as 
the Cossacks approached them, According to 
the news received the landing of troops is con- 
tinued at Chinnampo, All the troops landed 
march towards the north, 

At Rinkou (Newchwang) everything is quiet. 

This morning the Japanese squadron ap- 
proached Port Arthur, Our squadron left the 
harbour in order to engage the enemy, but the 
latter withdrew, after having exchanged u few 
shots, without taking up the fight.

We ‘have received from the “Hongkong 
Obsdrvatoty anew ‘code of ‘meteorological |" 
signals which comes into force at Hongkong 
on New Years Day. They are the same as 
those at present id use at Shanglial, and will 
be hoisted on the mast beside the time-bali a 
Kowloon Point for the iiformation of masters 
of vessels leaving the port. They do not neces: | 
sarily imply that bad weather is expected. The 
signals are asifollows — 


A core point upwards indicates a typhoon to 
the North of the Colony. i 


Acone point upwards [and drum below in- 
dicates a typhoon to the NorthsEast of thé 
Golony. 


A drum indicnids a typhoon to the East of 
the Colony, 


Acone point dowawards and drum below 
indicates a typhoon to the South-East of the 
Cotony. 


A cone point downwards indicates a typhoon 
to the South of the Colony. 


A cone point downwards and ball below 
indicates a typhoon to the South-Weit of the 
Colony. 


A ball indicates a typhoon to the “West of 
the Colony, 


Acone point upwards and ball below indicates 
a typhoon to the North-West of the Colony. 


Red Signals indicate that the centre is 
believed to be more than joo miles away from 
the Colony, 


Black Signals indicate that the centre is 
believed to’ be less than 300 miles’ away from 
the Colony. 


The above si,nals will, as heretofore, be 


howted only wh« ‘yphoons exist in such posi- 


tions or are moving in sach directions that in-| > 


formation regarding them is considered to be of 
imporlance to the Colony or to shipping leav- 
ing the harbour.
